These miners have an .annual output of 
50,000',000 ions, according to officials of 
the association. 
No attempt was made 
to open mines which have been shut 
down on account of the strike and which 
are controlled by the association.

STATE WARNS AGAINST 


EATING RIPE OLIVES 


Columbus, Nov. 3 —As a result of 


seven deaths at Canton, Ohio, recently 
and five fatalities at Detroit tor eating 
ripe olives, the state dairy and food 
department and the state department of 
health today warned citizens against 
eating ripe olives and warned dealers 
against selling them until further notice. 
Local health officers are requested to 
foibid their sale. 


The following joint statement was is- 
sued by the state dauy and food de- 
partment and the state department of 
health: 


"The occurrence at Canton, of Iseven 
deaths from .eating of ripe olives has 
been followed by five fatal cases at De- 
troit, Michigan, which are stated by 
the health authorities ot Detroit to be 
due to eating olives of the same brand 
"Until further investigation can be 
rrtade of ripe olives now on the markets 
of Ohio, the dairy and food division and 
the state depaitment of health advise 
strongly against the eating of ripe ol- 
ives. 


"Dealers are warned against selling 
ripe olives until further notice and local 
health officials are requested to lorbid 
their sale. 


"Samples of ripe olives now on the 


markets will be collected and examined 
and the facts will be made public as 
soon as possible "

We would liked 
to have talked matters over with them 'personally but 
they would not talk with us, so we have talked things 
over with them in the newspapers and after -all that was 
probably the best place for then everybody would know 
what was said, at any rate \ve did it that way. No disre- 
spect was shown any officials and until Solicitor Ash- 
craft broke out, no word of election was written or 
printed by this Company. Of all the City officials and 
Councilmen running for of f ice, Mr. Ashcraft is the only 
one to call perfectly respectful conversation with him, 
an attack upon his candidacy.

Since when is a City official of Newark so far re- 


moved from questioning and even from criticism that 
he may not be addressed in the public print about pub- 
lic business? 


And now conies Mr. Ashcraft with the following 


three questions which he desires answered: 


First:— If you ara not VERY ACTIVE in your efforts to defeat me, just; 


how active are you and why?

Second:— If you are not VERY ACTIVE against me why have you spent 


hundreds of dollars in advertising through the newspapers attacking me per- 
sonally? 


Third: — Why are you unwilling to leave your case to the COURTS of the 


Country »f you believe your contract is invalid or unfair? 


First:— In Mr. Ashcraft's letter issued privately to 


voters he accused this Company with being "very active" 
to defeat him. The words were his and not ours; we 
simply denied the charge that he made that we. -were 
very* active. Now he makes, these words, "very actrve ^ 
our. words and with; pettifoging cleverness, asks mis; 
question. This Company has not been "very active' 
nor at all active to defeat Mr. Ashcraft. Only since Mr. 
Ashcraft made his sly attack on this Company, sent priv- 
ately to voters, has this Company been at all active m 
the matter and then only in defense in retelling his 
charges and insinuations, we have 'been as active as -we 
know how." If this has any effect on his reelection we 
are not to blame. Why he has been this active is obvi- 
ous. 


Second:— In this question, Mr. Ashcraft takes him- 


self too seriously. Frankly, when we planned to tell 
the people of Newark all about the telephone business, 
we didn't even think of Mr. Ashcraft. 
Mr. Ashcraft 


magnifies himself too much; it would take all the space 
devoted in reference to himself in our advertising. He 
will find that a very few dollars not hundreds could be 
said to belong tp advertising his fame.

We don't know of any case now pending in Court, that 
involves that question. There is one court to which we 
are willing to leave the question of "unfairness", and 
that is the Court of telephone users of Newark, the ones 
who pay the telephone bills.
